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The Response 



The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions: 

I. Claims 25-26, drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from psoriasis 



comprising administering to the patient an antibody that binds interferon gamma. 

II. Claims 25-27 and 33-42, drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from 
psoriasis comprising administering to the patient an antibody that binds 
interleukin 12. 

III. CI aims 25-26, drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from psoriasis 
comprising administering to the patient an antibody that binds an alphaR integrin 
subunit. 

IV. Clai ms 43-44, drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from psoriasis 
comprising administering to the patient a pharmaceutical formulation comprising 
an interleukin 12 receptor or subunit thereof. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby elect the invention of 
group II, Claims 25-27 and 33-42, drawn to a method of treating a patient suffering from psoriasis 
comprising administering to the patient an antibody that binds interleukin 12. Applicants 
expressly reserve the right to prosecute claims directed to the remaining allegedly distinct groups 
in one or more continuing or divisional applications
